A. h. The Forty-shilling Freeholds are held by leases of one or more lives. Freeholders 
who register their Freeholds as worth Twenty Pounds or upwards, are not required by law 
to state in their Affidavits, whether they hold their Freeholds by lease or in fee. The 
Clerk of the Peace cannot therefore give any information as to the Tenure of such 
Freeholds.
